Washington. Oct. t.~ During the 
last fiscal year, according to the an- 
nual report of (l. n. Oeorge B. Da- 
vl-. Judge advocate general of the 
army, issued today, 4'>>6 trials by 
general court-martial were held. 
Flfly of these were of coiiiiiiis-ioneil 
officers, forty-two of whom were 
convicted. Fourteen officers were 
dismissed by sentence. In four cases 
the *entences were commuted to loss 
of rank, in two cases "resignation* 
for the good of the service" were ac- 
cepted, and In one case the sentence 
was disproved. 

About 50 per rent of the enlisted 
men eonv.cted by general .onrt-niar- 
tlal received sentences. Involving dis- 
honors he rli-. barge, and about 5 
per cent of these sentences were 
awarded In view of previous convic- 
tions. The trials oy general court- 
martial during the year showed s 
decrease of 20 4, as compared with 
the previous year.

Those who sell 
the clothing and those who buy It 
ave been prosecuted vigorously.

Owing 10 the fact thnt the ron 
tract existing between the city of 
I'adurah and the local water compa 
uy for fire hydrants expires during 
(ho current ■Math, It wa» imumben 
upon the general council to negotl 
ate for such service covering the re- 
maining period which the franchl-c 
of Dip water compnin still has to 
run. to-wlt: eighteen year«. 

After several conferences between 
:hp Jolni light and water rommlttee 
and IhP officers of the waipr compa- 
ny, a scale of rates for Are hydranis 
was agreed upon by the committee 
an,l the water company. These rates 
MM been embodied in a rontrart 
which will he submitted 10 ihe gen- 
eral council for Mich action as the 
wisdom of that body may deirrmine. 
If the proposed cimfract Is favorably 
acted upon by thp general council, It 
must be mihmltted to the voters of 
Ihe city ai Ihe next election and af- 
firmatively ratified by not les« than 
two-thirds of the votes then cast up- 
on the question before a contract be- 
tween the city and the water coni- 
panv '"an be finally execuied. 

It Is therefore worth while for the 
voters of ihe city to carefully con- 
sider (he terms of the proposed con- 
tract before casting the'.r votes at 
the coming; election, and If It ap 
pear that the proposed contract I* to 
the advantage of the city, then to 
register their approval thereof upon 
IhPlr ballots. 

Ip order that the voters may have 
an opportunity to become fully ad- 
vised regarding the terms of the pro- 
posed contract, a copy of the same Is 
herewith submitted, which reads as 

follows! 

The Ordinance. 

"Section I That the c'ty of Padn- 
cah, Ky.. agrees to rent and does 
hereby rent from the Paducah Wa- 
ter company. In successors and as- 
signs, four hundred and eleven 
(411) double nozzle flie hydranis 
now established In said city for a 
period of eighteen fl«) years from 
the pasaage and final approval of 
this ordinance, nfler an election by 
the people as hereinafter provided. 
The annual rental for each of sal. I 
(Ire hydrant-, which the city of Pa- 
ducah hereto] agrees to pay for the 
first ten (10) years of said term, 
shall be twenty ($»n. nO) dollars and 
the annua] rental for the remaining 
eight (8) yearn shall he fifteen 
t|ir.. nut dollats. (unless the said 
city shall sooner purchase the wa- 
ter company'- plant) wiih six (6) 
per cent Inter. ..u upon deferred pay- 
ments. The payments of said ren- 
tals shall be made as provided in the 
original ordinance contract. 

"Section 2. All additional hy- 
dranis on extensions of mains that 
may be erected hereafter by the Pa 
.lit. ah Water company. Its successor- 
or assigns, as provided in the origl 
mil ordinance contract during tne 
said eighteen years, shall be charged 
ami paid for as provided In section 
one hereof; but at the expiration of 
ten (JO) years from the time this or 
dl nance -hall have been finally ap- 
proved, as sei out above, all the 
then fire hydrants shall be charged 
and paid tor at the uniform rate as 
above provided an. I the contract 
therefor shall expire at the end of

Tinier the propo-ed contract this 
same service would co t the city but 
$8,220 for each of the flrat ten yeart 
of ihe contract, a saving upon the 
■■■bar of hydrants now Installed of 
14,455 per annum and for the ten 
ear period a saving of $44, 550. 
For each of the last eight years 
which the franchise has to run. Ihe 
coat for 111 hydrani> would Im $«,- 
ICS, a saving to the city of $<J,51U 
per annum or of $f.2,nxn for the en- 
tire eight years of the franchise, 
making I total saving to the city be- 
tween the existing contract and th 
proposed contract of $90,030. 
, There Is nothing contained in the 
proposed contract changing the 
rights of the city or those of the wa 
ter company under the original 
franchise. The city still retains th. 
right to purchase the water compa 
ny's plant at the expiration of each 
Ave year period, in accordance with 
ihe terms of the original franchiae 
This committee has also compared 
the rates contained in the propo 
contract with those In effect in 127 
other cities for the same das* of ser 
vice and linds the proposed rates 
lower than those paid by any of 
ihofe cities. The approximate aver 
age cost per hydrant In the numhe 
of cities mentioned above is $4 8. 

The rales referred to were st|h 
m it ted hy the local water company 
and this committee assumes that the 
figures are correct. The Hat of the 
cities with the rale paid in each la oa 
file with thla committee and anyone 
desiring to verify the figures contain- 
ed therein may have the opportunity 
of doing so at any t.me. 

It should also be borne In mind 
that until a new contract is entered 
Into between the city and the wuter 
company, that the rates .barged un- 
der Ihe existing contract will main 
tain. The only alternatives offered tc 
escape from the old rates are elthet 
to make a new contract or to dis- 
continue the service, the latter of 
iour-e, being quite Impossible. 

Therefore, this rommlttee has no 
hesitation In recommending lo tin 
general council and to the roters of 
the city of Paducah. that the pro- 
posed contract he raiiOed.
